he greatest factor in the prompt discovery of forest fires has been the air- 


plane. The overhead patrol is invaluable.

A harmless little publicity item by 
the Forestry Service has been twistéd 
into a representation that forest 
fires are being caused by cigars and 
eigarets dropped from airplanes. The 
‘Forestry Service never intended some 
recent tests it conducted to carty any 
such implication. 

The tests.did show that three out of 
tive cigarets dropped at 1,000 feet were 
burning.when they struck ground and 
that all of five cigars remain lighted. 

There were suggestions that Depart- 
ment of Commerce regulations might 
be sought to impose penalties against 
air passengers tossing cigaret stubs in- 
discriminately from planes flying over 
national forests. 

That is stuff and nonsense. 

Pilots do not smoke in their cock- 
pits. That removes the biggest factor in 
air travel. On the big passenger carry- 
ing planes smoking is permitted. I rode 
in a twelve-passenger Fokker of the 
Western Air Express and smoked freely. 
There was an ash tray at my e!bow. I 
could not have flipped any “butts” to 
let them light where they might if the 
impulse had seized me. The windows 
of the cabin are kept closed. 

EIRE SPGTTERS OF THE AIR 


The inevitable confusion in the pub- 
lic mind resulting from simultaneous 
publication of the test of «cigarets 
dropped,frqm airplanes and the spread 
of forest fires in Oregon. California, 
Idaho. Wisconsin, Minnesota and Wash- 
ington has seemed so patently unfair I 
have delved a bit into the histcry of 
forest fires. 

The commercial aviation business 
has expanded to a high pressure. busi- 
ness where slick ad writers, whose

are grinding out impressive copy on 
the safety of air travel. More power to 
them. 

The stunters of the air are riding 
anew on the turned back one-man 
tops of big automobiles and winning 
all manner of new prizes from auto- 
graphs of Hoover and Mussolini to 
meal tickets in perpetuity at one-arm 
and two-table restaurants. 

It is seldom we hear about the Air- 
plane Forest Patrol. There is a casual 
line now and then in. some press 
despatch from a flame-swept field, [The 
forest patrol has been on spotter duty 
for less than ten years, in every one of 
which it has been undermanned, un- 
derpaid and under-equipped. It has 
covered over a million miles of flying 
space back and forth. across. forests 
where emergency landings were oyt of 
the question. Back and forth, not in 
the clouds high above but in the smoke 
clouds sweeping over vast areas. 

From the small beginnings in Cati- 
fornia in 1919, the Airplane Forest 
Patrol has come to be as great a de- 
pendence as the picturesque ranger and 
his ever faithful horse silhouetted on 
a big rock on a mountain top agains: a 
setting sun and both looking romantic 
and movie-like. 

There is adventure yet in the life of 
the ranger, but the air pilot has him 


* skinned to. death on spotting those sin- 


ister curling smokes rising from the 
valleys of the forests where no smoke 
ought to be. ° 

Handicapped as he ist by scented 
‘imitators in Hollywood, the forest 
ranger remains quite a figure. The 
air patrol has yet to endure the mim- 
icry of the eerie heroes which might 
prove worse than the lack of a square 
deal it is obtaining in the current 
news. reports and Federal budgets.” 

The truth about forest fires is not 
hard to obtain. 

We are learning a lot about them 
from year to year. We are reducing 
the average of the fire fiend. 

In 1926, the forest area needing pro- 
tection against fires was 529,85u,290 
acres, but in 1927 that had growh to 
533,210,320 acres. To offset that, the 
aréyunder protection had been ex- 


panded twenty and one-half million 


acres, which is quite a lot of territory, | 


as acres go. 

The Forestry Service reports that 4,- 
754,580 acres of forest were swept by 
fire in 1926, against 2,203,370 In 1927.

The Federal Government does busi- 
ness by fiscal years ending June 30 and 
no. by calendar years. Statistics for 
the year of 1927 ending June 30, 1928, 
are the best we have at hand. 

-They are eloquent- enough for our 
purposes. Of 533,210,320 acres of forest 
land needing protection against fire 
only 32.5 per cent. or 173,485,480 acres 
were protected. The number of fires 
in 1926 was 57,926. There were 123,138 
in 192% The acreage burned in 1926 


~, was 19,561,480. In 1927 it was 36,747,380. 


The. damage in dollars grew from $11,- 
864,060 to $29,088,200. The figures for 
1928 and 1929 are likely to be wors®? 
rather than better on the fire demon's 
devastation of the national forests. 
This year’s fires are sweeping great 
areas of valuable timber. 

New York has done more to develop 
‘its State forests than any other State. 
The efforts of other States in the 
aggregate would not total what Gov. 
Smith planned and nurtured. Pennsyl- 
vania is the only State to approach 


preserves and reforestation. 

A great playground for millions of 
residents in the Nation’s metropolis is 
being developed in New York State. A 
forest fire caused by the carelessness or 
indifference of one cigaret smoker or 
camper might deprive thousands of an 
outing among trees on which the tax- 
payers of the State expended money 
for the indefinite enjoyment of all. 

The officials of the United States 
Forestry Service tell me that the great 
Percentage of ‘forest fires are man- 
made. That means that human beings 
cause them and that human precaution 
can prevent them. Even in the Rocky 
Mountains, where lightning starts more 
fofest fires than anywhere else ia tho 
country, the fires due te lightni-s are 
only 10 per cent. of the known causes,

The snake dance, which brought 
to a closé nine days of ritual { 
concluded at sundown  tonight,! 
and will iot be repeated until| 
next August, dates to be chosen} 
by head nriests of the tribe. 

The dates are determined by 
meterological. signs and myster- 
ious indications beyond knowledge - 
of the. white man. |
